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THE  RACE 

FOR  MAYOR 

35%  of  the  voters  are  undecided.  Cynicism  abounus.  Ir 
conversations  with  voters,  we  found  deep  skepticism  about  the 
campaign  rhetoric  and  the  candidates*  promies.  A lot  of  it 
nas  to  do  with  money.  Funding  is  the  key  to  many  of  the 
issues  raised  by  Mission  residents  at  North  Mission 
Association  community  meetings  in  the  last  year.  Whether  it 
be:  1)  the  need  for  more  low  income  housing,  2)  no  increases 
in  MUNI  fares  and  improvement  in  service,  3) increased  funding 
for  grass  roots  Mission  cultural  groups,  4)  more  beat  cops  to 
deai  with  the  rising  Mission  crime  rate,  no  candidate  is 
saying  where  the  funds  will  come  from.  Will  the  city's  budget 
be  balanced  on  the  backs  of  MUNI  riders?  Will  the  proposed 
new  stadium's  use  of  hotel  tax  revenues  kill  off  arts  groups 
dependent  on  that  same  money?  One  thing's  for  sure;  the 
drumbeat  of  fiscal  conservatism  is  getting  louder.  One  big 
boom  was  heard  on  September  16th.  City  budget  Analyst  Harvey 
Rose  issued  a report  on  the  City's  financial  picture.  The 
Examiner  neadlme  read  "76  million  S.F.  buget  deficit  seen.* 

A few  quesioned  the  figures,  but  most  acknowledged  that  the 
party  was  over.  "The  deficits  are  real,  if  not  this  year, 
definitely  next  year.  Get  ready  for  the  scalpel,"  said  one 
supervisor . 

On  the  bright  side,  there  are  concerns  dear  to  the  hearts 
of  many  that  can  be  directely  dealt  with  by  the  next  mayor. 
Some  of  them  are  1)  the  appointment  of  a Planning  Commission 
that  is  responsible  to  neighborhoods,  not  just  developers,  2) 
stricter  rent  control,  3)  planning  policies  that  promote 
neighborhood  environmental  concerns  and  balanced  economic 
development,  as  well  as  small  business. 

The  candidates  are  running  amok  all  over  town  presenting 
different  thematic  approaches: 

HOLINARI-  the  veteran  supervisor  is  presenting  himself  to 
voters  as  a centrist  with  city  hall  experience  who  can  bring 
different  constituencies  and  factions  together  to  solve 
problems  and  govern  effectively, 

AGNOS-  the  longtime  6tate  legislator  is  running  as  somebody 
who  will  be  an  activist  in  the  mayor's  office,  promoting 
policies  that  will  allow  low  and  middle  income  citizens  to 
stay  in  the  city, 

BOAS-  the  former  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  long  active  in 
San  Francisco  politics  maintains  he  is  the  only  candidate  who 
is  savvy  and  tough  enough  to  make  government  responsive  and 
improve  the  City's  economic  climate, 

ASCARRUNZ-  this  Mission  nightclub  owner  is  presenting  himself 
as  a businessman  active  in  the  community,  giving  him  common 
sense  in  solving  problems;  a quality  he  says  the  professional 
politicians  lack,  and 

REDMOND-  the  innovator  and  ef f eciency-expert  who  hopes  that 
the  voters  will  turn  away  from  the  politics  of  the  past  in  an 
oncoming  era  of  cost-cutting. 

These  five  candidates  replied  to  our  questionnaire  (see 
pages  4 and  5).  One  almost  certainly  will  be  the  city's  next 
Mayor  and,  assuming  there  is  a runoff  on  December  8th  as  most 
polls  predict,  the  North  Mission  Association  will  endeavor  to 
bring  the  two  finalists  back  to  the  Mission  in  November. 


YES  ON  P 

Proposition  P is  a citizens'  initiative  which  would 
restore  district  election  of  supervisors  in  San  Francisco.  IT 
IS  THE  SINGLE  MOST  IMPORTANT  BALLOT  MEASURE  YOU  WILL  BE  ASKED 
TO  VOTE  ON  THIS  NOVEMBER.  Voting  YES  on  P means  that  Mission 
residents  want  to  have  a supervisor  who  is  accoutnable  to  the 
Mission,  and  not  to  the  powerful  special  interests  that  have  a 
stranglehold  on  City  Hall.  Every  single  incumbent  has  been 
re-elected  in  the  last  two  supervisoral  elections.  Who  can 
afford  the  $250,000  it  takes  to  win  citywide?  The  North 
Mission  Association  has  joined  over  30  other  organizations  and 
thousands  of  San  Franciscans  in  urging  a YES  vote  on  Prop.  P. 

If  you  have  a problem,  who  do  you  call?  Who  is  YOUR 
supervisor?  The  answer  is...  You  don't  have  one.  You  have  no 
representative  from  your  part  of  the  city  who  msut  depend  upon 
your  vote  to  stay  in  office.  "At-large"  supervisors  must 
"serve"  the  entire  city  - all  750,000  people.  And  your 
particular  problem  may  not  seem  all  that  important.  They  may 
not  even  know  where  your  street  is. 

Proposition  P will  give  you  a supervisor  from  your  part 
of  the  city.  A supervisor  will  serve  about  62,000  people  and 
the  chances  are  very  great  that  they  will  know  your  street 
(they  probably  walked  it  when  seeking  election).  You  will  not 
have  to  hope  that  they  will  take  pity  on  you  for  they  know 
that  if  the  bus  was  late  for  you,  for  example,  it  was  late  for 
hundreds  of  others  in  your  neighborhood  as  well.  They  know  if 
they  make  you  happy,  their  chances  for  re-election  will  be 
improved . 

And  don't  we  want  a system  of  electing  our  public 
officials  that  is  simply  old-fashioned  democracy? 

Electing  supervisors  by  neighborhood  district  makes  them 
more  accountable.  You'll  ‘know  who  they  are  and  they  may  even 
know  wno  you  are.  They'll  know  that  if  your  problems  are  not 
solved,  you  will  give  them  problems  at  the  next  election. 
That's  why  Congress,  the  State  Assembly  and  the  State  Senate 
are  all  elected  from  districts.  Representative  democracy  can 
only  work  if  the  representative  is  held  directly  responsible 
to  the  voter.  That's  what  district  election  of  supervisors  is 
all  about  - getting  you  a supervisor. 

Fhoto  opportunities.  Special  news  announcements. 
Political  grandstanding.  Headline  grabbing.  These  have 
become  the  tools  of  the  trade  of  our  elected  supervisors  under 
an  "at-large"  system  that  virtually  requires  supervisors  to 
keep  their  names  in  the  news  in  order  to  keep  getting  elected. 

Under  "at-large"  elections,  the  invisible  but  critically 
important  traditional  skills  of  a legislator  - investigating 
the  problems  of  constituents,  drafting  legislation  to  address 
those  problems,  seeking  the  necessary  six  votes  on  the  board  - 
fall  by  the  wayside.  They  don’t  make  good  copy.  And  under 
"at-large  elections,  they  don't  make  "political  sense". 

"At-large"  elections  simply  don't  work  for  most  of  us 
since  we  don't  contribute  thousands  of  dollars  to  political 
campaigns  or  own  a newspaper.  That's  why  we  need  a system  of 
electing  supervisors  which  places  all  of  the  city's  needs  on 
the  political  agenoa  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

And  furthermore,  we  need  your  help.  Every  Saturday  until 
the  election,  mobilizations  will  take  place  between  10AM  and  1 
PM  at  the  North  Mission  Association  office  (3004  16th  Street, 
Room  103)  to  distribute  literature  and  talk  to  voters.  Please 
come  by;  or  call  863-0115  or  626-2882  for  information.

ART  AGNOS 


In  an  effort  to  allow  the  readers  of  the  News  to  make 
informed  decisions  on  the  Mayoral  election  of  November  3rd 
(and  the  anticipated  runoff  of  December  8th)  we  polled  the 
leading  candidates  on  issues  ranging  from  taxes  to  political 
appointments  to  economic  development.  Five  replied. 

"A  Mayor's  only  power,"  Warren  Hinckle  stated  in  the 
Street  newspaper,  "...  is  to  make  appointments".  Accordingly, 
the  three  leading  contenders  dodged  specific  answers  to 
questions  related  to  appointments.  One  of  the  ways  that 
candidates  obtain  votes  and  money  is  to  dangle  plum  jobs 
before  the  widest  scope  of  individuals  and  groups  before 
Election  Day,  making  their  decisions  afterwards.  The  ABM 
(Agnos,  Boas,  Molinan)  replies  ranged  from  non-sequiters  to 
platitudes,  these  dreamy  appointees  more  or  less  resembling 
people  sought  in  Bay  Guardian  personals...  "sensitive", 
"committed"  (Agnos)  "visionary",  "compassionate"  (Boas),  "true 
standing",  "not  just  a figurehead”  (Molinari)..  tall,  sharing, 
nurturing,  financially  secure,  etc.  etc.  No  Jim  Joneses l 

It  was  also  our  hope  (and  specific  request)  that  answers 
would  be  given  in  50  words  or  less,  which  would  have  enabled 
the  News  to  print  each  candidate's  reply  without  editing. 
Such  was  not  the  case.  A common  perverse  mathematical  formula 
ensued;  the  length  and  the  vagueness  of  answers  corresponded 
directly  with  the  candidate's  popularity.  Thus  some  replies 
(mostly  chose  of  Messrs.  Agnos  and  Molinari  which  contain 
enough  vapid  rhetoric  to  choke  a horse)  have  been  excerpted  as 
fairly  as  possible  where  you  see  (E).  For  the  suspicious  or 
masochistic,  their  complete  replies  will  be  available  at  North 
Mission  Association  meetings  or  can  be  obtained  for  one 
American  dollar  (to  cover  xeroxing  and  postage)  from  the  News 
at  3004  16th  Street  *103,  San  Francisco  94103. 

When  all  is  said  and  done,  however,  somebody  here  is 
going  to  be  standing  in  the  shoes  of  Dianne  Feinstein  come 
January.  The  North  Mission  News  is  off  the  hook...  our  status 
prohibits  us  from  endorsing  candidates.  All  we  can  do  is  lay 
out  a few  rules  of  the  road...  1)  watch  out  for  pinheads  who 
promise  to  cut  taxes,  increase  services  and  balance  San 
Francisco's  budget,  2)  don't  believe  spurious  appeals  to  unity 
("there's  one  nothing  future  city  we  can't  do  together")... 
our  next  Mayor  is  going  to  have  make  hard  choices  that  hurt 
people,  some  of  whom  can  afford  it  and  some  of  whom  cannot,  3) 
seek  out  and  beware  of  evasive  buzzwords  ("consult",  "monitor" 
and  the  ever-with-us  "studies")  as  well  as  replies  having 
notmng  to  do  with  the  question  and,  finally,  4)  when  logic, 
reason  and  integrity  fall  by  the  wayside,  vote  your 
pocketbook.  But  vote!  Or  don't  come  whining  to  this  paper 
next  year.

Name  t_hree  specific  proposals  your  administration  will 
emphasize  in  combatting  AIDS. 

Agnos:  Take  "an  active  role  in  obtaining  federal  and  State 

funding"  for  anti-AIDS  research.  Appoint  an  AIDS  programs 
coordinator.  Expand  programs  for  women,  minorities  and  IV 
drug  users. (E) 

Ascarrunz:  "Establish  a commission  on  AIDS.  Lobby  State, 

Federal  and  private  agencies  for  funds.  Continue  with  sex 
education  in  public  and  private  sectors." 

Boas:  "I'd  strengthen  the  Department  of  Public  Health 

immediately;  add  facilities,  personnel  and  program.  I'd 
increase  educational  programs  concerning  prevention  and 
all  other  aspects  of  the  disease.  I'd  also  lobby  for 
federal  funding  with  mayors  of  New  York  City  and  Los 
Angeles  (the  two  other  cities  that  will  be  especially  hard 
hit)  so  that  we  won't  be  bankrupted  as  the  epidemic 
increases  in  size."  Also  would  help  coordinate  with 
national  research  agencies  to  find  a cure.(E) 

Molinari:  Would  concentrate  all  services  for  people  with  AIDS 

under  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  appoint  a 
Special  Assistant  to  the  Mayor,  solicit  ideas  and  help 
from  the  public  and  lead  a national  delegation  of  mayors 
to  lobby  for  AIDS  funding.  "The  fact  of  the  matter  is 
that  the  administrations  in  Sacramento  and  Washington  have 
not  lived  up  to  their  responsibilities  in  fighting  the 
AIDS  epidemic.  It  is  an  outrage. "(E) 

Redmond:  "Easier  access  to  testing.  More  extensive,  accurate 

public  education.  Better  facilities  for  those  with  AIDS." 


winch  portions  of  the  city's  infrastructure  are  most  i 
need  of  attention?  Bow  much  money  will  it  cost  to  fi 
them? 

Agnos:  "The  primary  infrastructure  problems  are  the  aging  an 
deterioration  of  city  buildings,  port  facilities,  streets 
sewers  and  water  distribution  systems  and  public  safet 
equipment."  Cites  report  that  infrastructure  repairs  wil 
cost  SI. 5 billion,  additional  S400  million  for  schools. (E 
Ascarrunz:  "City  streets  need  repair.  City  sewage  is  i 

disrepair.  public  housing  is  a shambles.  And  most  o 
all,  city  management  is  incompetent.  The  money  we  ca 
save  from  running  the  city  efficiently  will  go  to  fix  ou 
streets,  sewage  system  and  public  housing  stock." 

Boas:  Would  "open  an  Office  of  Infrastructure"  to  "do  SI.

Agnos:  Support  "fair  rent  controls  on  vacant  units".  Build 

new^housing  on  public  land.  Establish  joint  ventures  such 
as  "that  I negotiated  between  Bernal  Community  Development 
and  Standard  Brands". (E) 

Ascarrunz:  "Establish  riders  cn  downtown  developments  to  set 

aside  a portion  of  all  development  revenue  for  housing. 
Attempt  to  legislate  residential  development  into  a 
charter  amendment.  Upgrade  our  current  affordable  housinq 
stock . " 

Boas:  Would  "make  maximum  use  of  all  available  land  for 
affordable  housing",  citing  Rincon  Hill,  Mission  Bay  etc. 
(E)  "I'd  encourage  non-profit  organization  involvement 
and  help  them  with  innovative  methods  of  financing.  I'd 
open  an  Office  of  Housing  to  oversee.  I'd  encourage  the 
maximum  amount  of  rehabilitation  work.  I'd  continue  to 
support  and  rely  on  rent  control." 

Molinari:  Would  insist  that  50%  of  the  7,500  to  10,000  units 

of  new  housing  at  Mission  Bay  be  affordable  to  middle  and 
lower  income  people.  Would  encourage  "in-fill"  building 
in  the  South  of  Market  and  construction  on  City-owned 
properties.  Would  maintain  rent  control  and  "closely 
monitor  our  eviction  laws  to  make  certain  that  tenants  are 
not  evicted  illegally ." (E) 

Redmcnd:  "Restructuring  the  Planning  Commission.  Support  of 

reasonable  rent  control.  Reasonable  limits  on  rent  jumps 
in  vacant  income  properties."

Are  present  programs  for  the  homeless  (shelters,  food 
vouchers,  mental)  appropriate?  If  not,  what  changes  would 
you  make? 

Agnos:  Praises  SF's  "honest  effort  to  find  short-term  answers 
to  the  problem  of  homelessness"  but  would  prefer  increased 
low-income  housing  for  families  and  "a  comprehensive  case 
management  system  for  people  without  homes"  and  more  cost- 
effective  detox  programs,  citing  Diamond  and  Larkin  Street 
Youth  Centers  and  Hospitality  and  Huckleberry  Houses  as 
successful  model(s)  of  my  case  management  approach".  (E) 

Ascarrunz:  "No.  Present  programs  for  the  homeless  are  not 

appropriate.  They  are  ineffective.  First,  I would  find 
shelter  for  them  without  fattening  bureaucratic  pockets. 
Second,  I would  try  to  make  them  self-sufficient  by 
creating  work  for  them." 

Boas:  "Current  programs  for  the  homeless  are  shamefully 

insufficient.  We  need  many  more  support  programs 
especially  for  those  homeless  who  are  plagued  by  mental 
illness,  substance  abuse  and  lack  of  employment  skills." 

Molinari:  Calls  present  programs  "a  bureaucratic  bandage 

trying  to  cover  a deep  wound."  Would  provide  food  and 
shelter,  but  also  place  greater  emphasis  on  retraining 
persons  who  "no  longer  have  employable  skills".  (E) 

Redmond:  "No.  Enhance,  upgrade,  tighten  management,  secure 

more  input  from  those  that  use  the  services  on  how  they 
want  them  improved . ■

Evaluate  the  performance  of  the  Police  Department.  Name 
up  to  three  people  you  would  consi  er  as  Chief  should  a 
vacancy  arise. 

Agnos:  Would  "appoint  a Police  Commiss  on  reflective  of  the 
diversity  of  the  City"  and  the  Chief  must  be  "capable  of 
leadership  of  the  Police  Department,  sensitive  to  the 
diversity  within  the  City...  and  be  committed  to 
excellence."  (E) 

Ascarrunz:  "The  police  department  is  understaffed  and  badly 

managed.  Morale  is  low.  I would  consider  Diarmuid 
Philpott  (of  Ingleside  Station)  and  a few  other  caotains. 
But,  more  realistically,  I would  allow  the  Police 
Department  to  elect  its  own  chief." 

Boas:  "I  want  a strong,  visionary,  professional  chief." 

Molinari:  Would  not  tolerate  episodes  "such  as  the  Lord  Jim's 

and  Rathskeller  events"  and  promote  the  objectivity  of  the 
Office  of  Civilian  Complaints.  Would  support  putting  more 
police  officers  back  on  the  beat.  "A  police  officer  is 
not  just  someone  who  arrests  criminals,  but  also  someone 
who  should  be  a neighborhood  member  who  can  serve  as  a 
liaison  to  the  department  and  the  City."  (E) 

Redmond:  "There  is  room  for  improvement  here.  The  three  most 

qualified  applicants  voted  into  that  position." 

MISSION  BAY 

Does  the  present  plan  for  Mission  Bay  meet  with  your 
approval?  If  not,  what  would  you  change  about  it. 

Agnos:  No.  Wants  more  affordable  rental  housing.  Pavors  14 
acre  wetlands  restoration  and  Marina  style  park  east  of 
Third  Street.  (E) 

Ascarrunz:  "On  paper,  Mission  Bay  looks  all  right.  City 
government  must  not  make  sure  that  the  proposed  allotment 
for  affordable  housing  becomes  a reality." 

Boas:  "No.  I oppose  the  stadium  and  the  high  priced  hotel." 

Molinari:  "The  current  Mission  Bay  plan  does  not  meet  my 

approval.  For  one  thing,  it  is  too  dense,  and  there  is 
not  enough  emphasis  given  to  affordable  housing.  The  land 
was  purchased  for  §1  about  one  hundred  years  ago,  and 
there  is  no  reason  that  affordable  housing  could  not  be 
built  there  while  still  giving  a fair  return  on  the 
investment. " 

Redmond:  "No.  The  public  has  not  been  adequately  informed 

about  the  potentials  and  negatives  of  the  project.  Too 
many  "inside"  deals  have  already  been  made.

SUPERVISOR  VACANCIES 


The  previous  Mayor  appointed  six  Supervisors  during  her 
administration.  Marne  three  people  whoa  you  would  consider 
appointing  to  the  Board  should  a vacancy  arise. 

Agnos : Has  not  considered  or  made  commitmens  for  any 

appointees  and  would  do  so  "in  consultation  with  the 
community".  (E)  The  criteria  for  all  appointees  would  be: 
"a)  Dedicated  to  keeping  San  Francisco  a prosperous, 
thriving  city  with  a human  scale  and  high  degree  of 
liveability. 

b)  They  must  bring  intelligence,  dedication,  independence, 
and  the  courage  to  stand  up  to  the  Mayor  for  what  they 
believe  is  right. 

c)  Sensitive  to  tne  concerns  of  neighborhoods  and  our 
diverse  array  of  ethnic  and  minority  communities." 

Ascarrunz:  Jake  McGoldnch  (President  of  Richmond  Community 

Association),  Dennis  Quinn  (City  commissioner).  Chuck 
Ayala  (member  of  the  College  Board). 

Boas:  "Much  would  depend  upon  where  the  vacancy  arose  and 

thus,  wnat  sort  of  special  strengths  would  be  needed  to 
fill  the  particular  void.  I'd  appoint  from  all  segments 
of  the  City  based  on  competence,  intelligence,  integrity 
and  character.  I would  look  for  as  broad  a cross-section 
as  possible." 

Molinari:  States  that  it  is  "not  appropriate  for  me  or  any 

candidate  for  Mayor  to  make  specific  pledges  about 
specific  appointments  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or 
various  commissions."  Would  factor  in  community  represen- 
tation and  diversity,  would  not  appoint  "figureheads"  or 
"yes  people".  (E) 

Redmond:  "Duncan  Knowles  (a  Bank  of  America  Vice-President  in 

charge  of  community  relations).  Rev.  Cecil  Williams  (of 
Glide  Memorial  Church),  Bill  Mandel  (Examiner  columnist)."

TRAFFIC 

What  measures  would  you  take  to  reduce  auto  traffic  in  the 
City? 

Agnos:  Initiate  long  range  transportation  planning...  obtain 

State  and  Federal  funding  to  pay  for  transit  expansions... 
increase  neighborhood  preferential  Darkina  zones...  don't 
raise  MUNI  fares.  (E) 

Ascarrunz:  Would  encourage  greater  use  of  commuter  ferries  and 
encourage  Bay  Area  counties  to  cooperate.  “If  we  cannot 
reduce  traffic  from  outside  San  Francisco,  then  we  must 
restrict  registration  of  our  own  automobiles. " (E) 

Boas:  “I'd  put  all  City  traffic  agencies  under  one  umbrella, 

i.e.  sections  of  DPW,  Police,  City  Planning,  etc.  I'd 
also  have  Police  enforce  laws  more  effectively.  The 
proolem  snould  be  worked  on  regionally." 

Molinari : Believes  San  Francisco  is  "approaching  gridlock". 

Would  unfiy  parking  and  traffic  enforcement,  increase 
fines  for  double  parking,  reform  taxi  systems,  establish  a 
Transit  Police  Force  to  fight  MUNI  violence  and  graffitti, 
and  would  consider  extending  BART  to  San  Mateo  and  MUNI  to 
Mission  Bay  and  down  Third  Street. (E) 

Redmond:  Supports  a South  of  Market  underground  commute 

garage  with  an  urban  park  on  top  and  a MUNI-use  incentive. 
Would  declare  war  on  abandoned  cars  and  require  zoning  to 
pay  more  attention  to  parking  in  permit  approvals.

TAXES  AND  FEES 

Which  taxes,  fees  and  "revenue  enhancers"  would  you  raise 
during  your  administration?  Which  would  you  not  raise  or 
even  reduce? 

Agnos:  "Increasing  fees  and  taxes  can  no  longer  both  generate 

revenues  and  not  harm  our  economy."  Promises  to  institute 
various  studies,  obtain  State  and  federal  revenues, 
emphasize  joint  public/private  ventures  and  include  people 
affected  by  chage  "so  that  they  could  participate  in  the 
decision  making  process  that  affected  them  so  dearly".  (E) 

Ascarrunz:  "It  is  not  on  my  agenda  to  raise  any  taxes,  fees 

or  revenue  enhancers.  Neither  do  I care  to  reduce  any. 
We  shall  try  to  work  within  our  means." 

Boas:  "I  would  want  to  review  the  entire  sources  of  revenue 

before  coming  to  any  conclusions.  I feel,  however,  that 
we  are  not  getting  a sufficient  return  from  our  Hetch 
Hetchy  power  sales;  that  they  can  be  renegotiated  and  more 
revenues  obtained  therefrom.- 

Molinari:  "I  believe  we  need  to  increase  the  tax  base  - not 

increase  taxes  - by  encouraging  the  development  of  new 
small  to  medium  sized  businesses."  Believes  public  is 
“taxed  out"  due  to  cutbacks  from  Sacramento  and 
Washington,  agrees  with  Agnos  on  importance  of  public- 
private  partnership  and  prefers  bond  measures  to  tax 
increases.  “There  is  no  free  lunch,  and...  we  must  all 
pitch  in  to  maintain  necessary  services."  (E) 

Redmond:  “Raise  (with  the  consent  of  the  public):  Moving 

violation  fines,  parking  in  driveways  fines,  developer 
fees,  child-care  and  neighborhood-distuption-of f set  fees 
from  new  large  construction  developments.  Not  raise 
property  taxes.

Agnos:  "My  appointments  to  the  Planning  Commission  will 

reflect  the  criteria  (of  *13)  with  a special  sensitivity 
to  the  balanced  growth  and  neighborhood  preservation  goals 
of  Proposition  M." 

Ascarrunz:  Cites  "hostile  nature  of  City  Hall  to  the  business 
community"  and  Planning's  "bind  of  trying  to  preserve  the 
beauty  of  San  Francisco  while  creating  proper  living  space 
for  our  citizens".  (E)  Suggests  Gene  Royale  (of  the  Latino 
Democratic  Club),  Julie  Tang  (College  Board  member  and 
recent  Supervisoral  candidate)  and  Calvin  Welch  (one  of 
the  authors  of  Proposition  M). 

Boas:  "The  planning  department  has  been  overwhelmed  by  market 
forces.  It  has  failed  to  control  speculative  office 
development,  luxury  hotel  development  and  junky  housing 
(Richmond  Specials).  I would  re-structure  the  department 
and  greatly  strengthen  it." 

Molinari:  "The  planning  process  has  been  a dismal  failure, 

and  has  led  to  unnecessary  frustrations  by  all  parties 
affected.  It  has  led  to  many  buildings  being  approved 
that  should  never  have  made  it  off  the  drawing  boards,  and 
needless  delays  and  frustrations  to  appropriate  projects 
that  would  benefit  the  city.  The  worst  aspect  of  the 
planning  process  is  that  through  its  complexity  it  denies 
tne  average  citizen,  who  doesn't  have  a staff  of  lawyers, 
access  to  the  system.  I would  insist  on  a planning 
process  that  would  have,  for  instance,  a one-stop  permit 
process  so  that  people  could  have  their  projects  quickly 
approved  or  denied."

ANAMARIA  TALKS 
WITH  WARREN  HINCKLE 


A:  What  would  you  do  for  the  kids  in  San  Francisco...  the 

children  and  young  people? 

H:  Well  I think  I'd  give  them  all  jobs  as  journalists.  Well 

I mean...  inherant  in  the  problems  of  the  kids  are  the 
problems  of  the  parents,  or  parent  as  the  case  may  be. 
Right  now  Art  Agnos,  a candidate  for  mayor,  has  proposed 
legislation  in  Sacramento  adopted  on  a mandatory  basis  by 
the  City,  which  is  going  to  force  single  parents,  mostly 
single  mothers,  to  go  to  work  on  a sort  of  a wage  slavery 
basis;  to  essentially  abandon  their  children  to  an  ersatz 
form  of  childcare  that's  never  really  been  thought  where 
they  essentially  have  to  pay  for,  and  to  totally  abandon 
from  any  family  guidance  any  kids  over  12  years  of  age, 
between  12  and  18  as  part  of  the  program.  I think  that's 
outrageous.  Instead  of  parents  who  are  not  wealthy  having 
to  raise  kids  in  an  incresingly  expensive  town,  instead  of 
that  situation  getting  better,  we  now  have  a proposal  that 
will  penalize  and  make  harder  the  children  of  the  poorest 
single  parent.  That's  something  I'm  adamantly  opposed  to. 

A:  What  would  you  do  for  the  schools  and  kids  and  stuff.  I 

mean,  maybe  there's  nothing  you  can  do  because  of 
Deukme jian . . . 

H:  Well  the  board  of  Education  is  such  an  operative  disaster 

that  it  would  be  uniquely  enhanced  to  have  a kid  from  the 
public  school  system  on  that  Board  of  Education.  I don't 
know  what  the  proper  mechanism  should  be,  whether  the  kids 
snould  run  among  themselves  and  be  elected,  I don't  know 
if  I trust  the  principals  to  appoint  the  kid,  but  I think 
there  should  be  a student  representative  on  the  Board  of 
Education.  Students  have  much  more  to  say  on  wnat's  wrong 
with  schools  and  know  more  directly  than  anybody  else.

A:  What  would  you  do  with  the  homeless  also? 

H:  Well  what  we've  done  for  the  homeless  is  when  I was 
writing  as  a columnist  for  the  Chronicle  and  Examiner... 
about  five  years  or  so  ago  I wrote  an  expose  of  the 
situation  where  people  have  to  live  in  hotels, 
particularly  in  hotels  managed  by  the  Patel  clan,  who  were 
deliberately  not  providing  heat,  particularly  to  the 
elderly  and  very  poor  tenants  who  would  live  there.  The 
building  inspectors,  the  city  bureaucracies,  the  agencies, 
nobody  would  do  anything  about  it.  It  took  an  expose  to 
get  them  to  do  it  and  then  we  found  out  that  things  were 
so  bad  that  a lot  of  the  hotels  in  questions  had  no 
boilers  at  all,  they'd  taken  the  boilers  out  and  sold  them 
for  scrap. 

A:  Oooohl 

H:  And  this  same  group  of  people,  the  Patel  clan  who  are  very 

well  known  among  people  who  have  to  live  in  hotels  in  the 
Mission  that  they  happen  to  manage,  are  a dastardly  group 
of  individuals.  And  that,  to  my  absolute  astonishment, 
has  been  the  organization  that  the  city  has  given  a large 
part  of  the  homeless  and  temporary  contracts  to.  That's 
one  contract  I would  end  in  a second.  The  very  idea  of 
Puttin9  the  homeless  in  either  makeshift  camps  so  they 
would  leave  or  in  sleazebag  hotels  is  unthinkable.  I 
think  that  the  city,  considering  the  economic  and  cultural 
conditions  that  create  the  homeless  should  solve...  which 
I hope  that  a progressive  city  administration  should  take 
some  role  in  in  a national  way...  should  create  facilities 
for  the  homeless. 

A:  What  are  your  plans  to  help  the  Mission? 

H:  Well  the  Mission  has  been  a less-than-f avored  area  by  City 

Hall  for  an  enormous  amount  of  time;  I think  that  one  of 
my  mam  goals  for  running  for  office  in  dealing  with  the 
problems  of  the  city  would  be  basic  reforms  and  changes  in 
the  entire  Police  Department.  I think  police  services  in 
the  Mission  are  lamentable,  I think  the  incidents  of  crime 
here  are  almost  unforgivable  in  terms  of  police  presence. 
The  drug  situation  is  not  being  controlled  and  the 
police...  one  service  which  is  not  being  provided  in  the 
Mission  is  that  the  city  finally  got  around  to  finding 
some  money  for  arts  in  the  Mission  and  they  put  up  some 
money  for  the  arts  building  here,  for  renovation  of  the 
arts  center  and  that's  been  a complete  disaster. 

A:  The  Mission  Cultural  Center? 

H:  It's  been  the  worst  spent,  worst  used...  there's  just  not 

a sense  of  urgency  about  the  Mission.  But  I happen  to 
live  in  the  Mission.  I don't  live  in  Sacramento  where  Art 
Agnos  lives  or  in  a more  wealthy  part  of  town  where  Boas 
does  or  John  Molinan  does,  I live  in  the  Mission.  I walk 
it  every  day,  I hear  the  concerns  of  the  people  here  , 

U:  Let  me  add  something  else.  I know  some  of  the  answers  are 
what  are  we  going  to  do  about  children  and  childcare... 
one  of  the  things  that  I am  proposing  and  will  put  a big 
study  behind...  one  of  my  platforms  for  mayor  that  I 
announced  two  weeks  ago  is  that  the  city  will  take  direct 
control  of  the  Presidio,  kicking  the  Army  out  of  the 
Presidio.  It  is  a useless  military  base,  it  has  no 

defense  use  whatsoever,  it  is  just  a goldbnck  opportunity 
for  the  Army.  It's  a wonderful  thing  to  be  stationed  at 
the  Presidio,  you  have  a beautiful  house,  giant  park, 
almost  a quarter  of  the  area  of  the  entire  city,  and  I 
think  it  should  be  returned  to  the  direct  control  of  the 
city  of  San  Prancisco.  The  Army  should  be  out  of  it.  We 
have  enough  military  installations  all  over  the  Bay  Area 
to  provide  for  any  madman's  idea  of  defense.  The  city 
should  reclaim  it  and  the  Presidio  should  be  turned  over 
to  senior  citizens's  housing  and  as  a day  care  and  child 
care  center  for  the  entire  Bay  Area.

TENANTS  BACK  AGNOS 

- by  Ken  Tray 

The  Affordable  Housing  Alliance  and  the  San  Francisco 
Tenants'  Union  Legislative  Committee  have  endorsed  the  mayoral 
campaign  of  Assemblyman  Art  Agnos  (D-S.F.)  According  to 
spoksemen  for  tne  two  tenants  rights  organization,  Agnos  has 
earned  their  support  by  his  current  support  for  rent  control 
on  vacant  housing  units,  his  opposition  to  unlimited  downtown 
expansion  and  his  longstanding  advocacy  for  affordable  housing 
legislation  in  Sacramento. 

His  major  opponent  for  mayor,  John  Molinari,  has  failed 
to  earn  the  support  of  tenant  and  affordable  housing  advocates 
because  of  his  opposition  to  vacancy  control  and  his 
opposition  to  attempts  to  control  downtown  growth,  such  as 
last  year's  successful  Prop.  M. 

Molinari  has  been  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Realtors  and 
has  issued  a 'Business  Bill  of  Rights"  which  promises  to 
promote  public  policies  favorable  to  downtown  growth  and  a 
political  climate  favorable  to  corporate  expansion  in  San 
Francisco. 

"Our  endorsement  of  Art  Agnos  was  completely  non- 
controversial  because  Agnos  has  the  clearest  and  longest 
record  on  issues  of  concern  to  tenants,  A.H.A.  Chair  Mitchell 
Omerberg  told  the  News. 

"The  most  serious  issue  facing  tenants  is  the  loophole 
lanlords  have  when  a housing  unit  is  vacated.  There  is  simply 
no  limit  to  how  much  a landlord  can  raise  the  rent  on  that 
unit  for  the  next  renter. 

"Art  Agnos  is  for  a limit  on  those  increases.  And  that 
separates  him  from  the  other  major  candidate." 

According  to  Omerberg,  an  Agnos  administration  committed 
to  controlling  downtown  growth  should  be  welcomed  by  tenants. 

"The  current  influx  of  corporate  professionals  is  driving 
up  the  costs  of  housing  units  while  the  expansion  of  office 
space  and  the  facilities  needed  to  serve  the  downtown  business 
world  has  physically  eliminated  needed  housing  units,"  ne 
stated . 

Jim  Faye,  spokesman  for  the  San  Francisco  Tenants'  Union, 
discussed  with  the  News  reasons  why  that  group's  legislative 
committee  has  endorsed  the  Agnos  campaign. 

"Agnos  is  the  only  one  who  has  come  straight  out  for  the 
key  issue  of  vacancy  control. 

While  Molinari  pledges  to  be  a mayor  who  would  represent 
all  San  Franciscans,  he  has  yet  to  convince  tenant  groups  that 
his  administration  would  lead  to  anything  other  than  the 
continued  displacement  of  people  from  neighborhoods  like  the 
North  Mission.

After  half  a dozen  of  discarded  proposals  for  the 
construction  of  a new  baseball  stadium.  Mayor  Feinstein  took 
her  last  chance  in  office  to  try  to  get  the  stadium  financing 
approved  by  the  voters. 

She  promies  now  that  the  $80,000,000  bond  issue  would  be 
"repaid  with  nontax  money".  Hard  pressed  in  discussions, 
Feinstein  admits  that  revenues  from  the  baseball  games  would 
not  cover  the  expenses. 

Actually,  nothing  is  clear  in  the  planning  except  the 
desire  to  have  that  big  construction.  Feinstein  and  Bob 
Lurie,  Giants  owner  and  real  estate  developer,  admit  thry 
would  have  to  make  concessions  to  Santa  Fe  Developent  Co.  in 
exchange  for  the  free  use  of  the  land.  What  the  concessions 
will  be,  they  don't  say.  But  that  the  concessions  will  be  at 
the  expense  of  affordable  housing  at  Mission  Bay  we  know  from 
the  presented  plans. 

That  a 42,000  seat  stadium  with  only  5,500  parking  spaces 
would  have  a major  traffic  impact  is  discounted  by  Feinstein 
and  Lurie.  And  who  would  pay  for  the  needed  expansion  of 
public  transportation?  No  answer,  meaning  San  Francisco 
residents. 

Even  that  the  $80  million  will  pay  for  the  stadium  is  not 
guaranteed.  There  are  no  concrete  plans  only  "early 
projections"  and  promises.  If  there  are  cost  overruns  and 
deficits  like  at  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Party  and  the  Moscone 
Convention  Center,  who  will  pay  the  difference? 

Do  the  Giants  need  a new  stadium?  Current  attendance 
figures  say  no.  Sixty  percent  of  the  Giants  fans  come  from 
the  peninsula  which  makes  Candlestick  more  convenient  to  them 
than  downtown  San  Francisco.  The  Los  Angeles  (former  Oakland) 
Raiders  just  moved  19  miles  away  from  downtown  L.A.  without 
giving  up  that  city  as  home  base. 

Proposition  W is  not  about  Giants  and  baseball.  It  is 
about  public  guaranteed  financing  of  a private  enterprise. 

The  North  Mission  Association  at  their  last  membership 
meeting  went  on  record  to  oppose  the  stadium  financing 
measure .

JG:  People  are  absolutely  ready.  I've  seen  now  quickly  and 
how  naturally  people  are  able  to  take  on  responsibility 
for  the  decisions  that  affect  them.  We  all  have  those 
skills,  and  as  soon  as  we  get  rid  of  the  illusion  that  we 
need  authority  figures  and  police  agencies  to  protect 
ourselves,  it's  incredible  how  quickly  people  can 
reestablish  control  over  their  own  lives. 

ALs  Let's  switch  back  to  housing  for  a moment. 

JG:  Obviously  everyone  is  entitled  to  housing.  It's  not 
something  that  should  be  for  profit.  I would  like  to  not 
only  see  a ban  on  all  evictions,  but  if  I were  elected  I'd 
also  like  to  see  a simultaneous  citywide  rent  strike.  I 
feel  tenants  should  own  the  houses  they  live  in.  I would 
basically  like  to  expropriate  all  rental  property  and  put 
it  into  the  hands  of  the  tenants.  This  doesn't  take 
housing  away  from  the  landlords  or  bankers  who  would  still 
have  somewhere  to  live  — it  would  simply  take  the 
profiteering  out  of  housing. 

AL:  Why  shouldn't  housing  be  for  profit?  Does  it  mean  that 
people  are  not  allowed  to  own  their  own  house? 

JG:  I think  ownership  should  be  based  on  usage.  If  you  use 
something  you're  entitled  to  "own"  it,  and  that  goes  for 
the  workplace  as  well  as  the  home.  Workers  should  own  the 
shops  that  they  work  in  and  split  the  profits  evenly 
amongst  themselves.  Tenants  go  to  work  and  they  earn  a 
salary,  much  of  which  they  end  up  giving  to  the  landlord 


JG:  My  background  is  in  direct  action.  I started  doing  civil 
disobedience  at  Diablo  Canyon  in  1981,  and  I worked  with 
the  Preying  Mantis  Women’s  Brigade  doing  direct  action 
against  violent  pornography,  specifically  Hustler  maga- 
zines. I've  been  arrested  at  a lot  of  places  since  then, 
like  Livermore  Labs  and  Concord  Weapons  Station.  Within 
that  particular  political  community  there's  a lot  of 
cynicism  about  electoral  politics,  and  with  good  reason. 
Electoral  politics  doesn't  offer  any  solution,  it's  geared 
towards  maintaining  the  status  quo.  But  I eventually 
began  to  feel  isolated,  in  the  sense  that  my  direct  action 
community  had  no  means  of  reaching  out  to  a larger 
audience.  So  what  I'm  trying  to  do  now  is  subvert  the 
electoral  process  by  bringing  radical  ideas  about  direct 
action  and  about  revolution  into  the  electoral  arena, 
shake  it  up  a bit.  My  campaign  thrives  on  contradiction. 

AL:  Would  you  describe  your  platform  and  how  you  would  hope  to 
accomplish  your  goals,  and  what  alternatives  you  envision 
in  the  place  of  parts  of  the  system  you  believe  are 
ineffective? 

JG:  I've  pledged  to  halt  evictions.  I would  order  my 
department  not  to  carry  out  any  evictions,  and  I would 
probably  go  to  jail  the  same  way  Richard  Hongisto  did,  for 
contempt  of  court. 

AL:  And  you'd  probably  stay  in  longer,  too. 

JG:  Yes.  I'd  be  committed  to  staying  in  until  the  issue  was 
somehow  resolved.  I don't  have  any  illusions  that  by 
forbidding  my  department  from  carrying  out  the  evictions 
that  they  wouldn't  finally  get  carried  out.  The  power  in 
this  society  is  held  by  people  with  money  and  property. 
The  banks  and  the  landlords  would  find  some  police  agency, 
if  not  the  Sheriff's  department,  to  carry  out  those 
evictions.  Which  leads  us  to  the  conclusion  that  it's  not 
enough  to  elect  a socialist.  What  tenants  have  to  do  if 
they  really  want  to  stop  evictions  and  keep  their  homes  is 

organize,  form  tenants'  unions  and  neighborhood 
committees,  so  that  when  the  men  with  guns  come  to  evict 
them,  they're  prepared  to  do  non-violent  civil 
disobedience  on  a mass  scale,  to  the  point  where  it 
becomes  totally  unfeasible  to  carry  out  evictions.  If 
every  eviction  were  met  with  massive  resistance  on  the 
part  of  tenants  you  would  be  in  a revolutionary  situation 
at  that  point. 

AL:  "Abolishing  the  Sheriff's  Department"  is  pretty  strong 
language . 

JG:  It  is.  Street  crime  is  a reality  and  I don't  mean  to 
belittle  people's  concerns  about  it.  But  you  have  to  look 
at  what  the  Sheriff's  Department  does,  and  why  they  do  it. 
They're  pledge  to  enforce  the  laws.  The  laws  are  written 
by  Republicans  and  Democrats  who  are  elected  with  the 
money  that's  given  to  them  by  various  corporate  interests, 
so  it  follows  that  the  laws  they  write  would  protect  those 
interests.  Therefore,  to  enforce  those  laws  simply 
reinforces  the  class  society  that  we  have.  So  what  I 
would  like  to  see  instead  of  the  Sheriff's  Department  — 
for  if  I'm  going  to  talk  about  abolishing  something  I 
certainly  need  to  come  up  with  an  alternative  in  order  to 
meet  people's  concerns  about  crime  and  safety  in  their 
neighborhoods  --  is  neighborhood-controlled  community 
groups  that  would  collectively  decide  what  their  most 
pressing  problems  are,  and  then  elect  committees  to  deal 
with  them. 

AL:  Are  individuals  ready  for  that  kind  of  responsibility? 
Don't  you  think  that  would  be  a rough  transition  to  get  to 
that  kind  of  place?

They're  not  building  equity  in  their  homes  by  paying  rent. 
Instead,  they're  building  the  equity  of  the  landlord  who 
can  turn  around  and  sell  the  building  and  recover  all  the 
rent  money  plus  some,  never  having  done  a bit  of  work 
themselves.  If  you  don't  use  something,  you're  not 
entitled  to  own  it.

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STILL  WOBBLY  AFTER 

AM,  THESE  YEARS

Remember  the  "Wobblys"?  The  International  Workers  of  the 
World?  Wnatever  happened  to  them? 

They're  still  around,  watching  world  events  unfold  as 
they  predicted  eighty  years  ago.  Watching  the  "dying  breaths 
of  capitalism",  according  to  local  IWW  member,  attorney  Marc 
Janovitz. 

The  history  of  the  Wobblys  began  with  the  charter 
convention  of  Chicago  in  1905.  The  IWW  immediately  attracted 
workers  because  it  provided  a union  to  those  who  were 
previously  excluded:  women,  minorities,  unskilled  laborers. 
It  was  the  first  union  for  industrial  workers  (as  opposed  to 
craftsmen)  and  the  membership  cost  only  one  dollar.  The  IWW 


quickly  spread  to  all  parts  of  the  world:  South  America, 
Mexico,  Canada,  Australia,  Europe,  South  Africa. 

The  Preamble  of  the  IWW  Constitution  clearly  states  their 
theory  "The  working  class  and  the  employing  class  have  nothing 
in  common...  A struggle  must  go  on  until  workers  of  the  world 
organize  as  a class,  take  possession  of  the  earth  and  the 
machinery  of  production  and  abolish  the  wage  system."  The  IWW 
belives  in  One  Big  Union,  an  Industrial  Union  in  which  the 
workers  of  the  world  control  the  marketplace.  Once  tnis  is 
accomplished,  there  would  be  no  more  need  for  a "state".  There 
would  be  no  other  government  except  nationwide  structures  for 
food  distribution,  healthcare,  education  and  transportation. 

The  IWW  was  often  considered  "Bolshevik"  in  the  early 
part  of  this  century.  This  label  is  completely  inaccurate. 
According  to  Janowitz,  "we  are  not  communists,  and  we  do  not 
believe  in  communist  philosophy.  We  are  anarchists."  The  IWW 
considers  the  Soviet  Union  as  capitalistic  as  the  United 
States;  the  only  difference  is  that  the  government  has 
replaced  the  individuals  as  the  capitalists.  Everything  is 
Politburo-owned , still  controlled  by  a small  group  dictating 
orders  to  the  masses. 

As  long  as  capitalism  exists,  say  the  Wobblys,  a nation 
cannot  be  truly  democratic.  The  ruling,  employer  class  allows 
free  political  expression  only  if  it  does  not  threaten  their 
interests.  If  they  are  threatened,  they  will  suspend  civil 
liberties  and  use  whatever  force  necessary  to  maintain  their 
control . 

Janowitz  gave  several  examples  of  this  repressive,  police 
state  behavior.  The  first  was  the  imprisonment  of  Eugene 
Debs,  who  ran  for  President  four  times  on  the  Socialist 
ticket.  He  was  jailed  under  the  Seditions  Act  after  making  a 
speech  in  1917  urging  young  men  to  resist  the  draft,  "don't 
fight  the  capitalist's  war." 

A second  example  was  the  "Palmer  Raids"  of  the  1920's. 
Attorney  General  Palmer  ordered  a massive  "crackdown"  on  labor 
leaders  that  resulted  in  the  murder,  imprisonment  and 
deportation  of  thousands  (including  Emma  Goldman).  The 
growing  power  of  the  Wobblys  and  the  entire  labor  movement  was 
dealt  a crippling  blow. 

Today  the  Wobblys  maintain  the  same  goals:  "The 
education,  organization  and  emancipation  of  the  workers  of  tne 
world."  Although  there  are  only  two  thousand  card-carrying 
members,  membership  is  increasing  and  the  IWW  newspaper, 
"Industrial  Worker"  continues  its  publication.  Locally,  the 
IWW  has  organized  a cabinet  shop  in  Berkeley.

Diana  Marre  is  a new  voice  in  American  Theatre.  What  she  is  saying  and 
how  she  says  it  is  unique  and,  it  is  crucial  to  hear  in  1 987  . Now,  as  public 
schools  in  many  parts  of  the  country  are  becoming  resegregated  and  now,  in 
the  Era  of  the  Yuppie  when  financial  supremacy  is  more  respected  than 
common  decency,  it  is  vital  to  acknowledge  that  racism  exists,  not  only  in 
South  Africa,  but  also  in  our  nation.  Marre  treats  the  issue  of  racism 
through  the  eyes  of  women. 

Hearing  of  women’s  lives  from  a woman’s  perspective,  although  logical  is 
rare.  We  need  to  hear  more  women's  voices. 

In  Hired  Hands,  Diana  Marre  shows  the  reality  of  two  women's  lives  by 
exploring  the  development  of  their  interracial  friendship  in  the  U.S.  South  in 
1987. 

The  reality  of  Lily  White’s  life  includes  an  overbearing  white  racist 
mother,  well-meaning  but  equally  racist  and  classist  friends,  alcoholism,  the 
overwhelming  need  to  belong  to  something,  and  hyper-intellectualism. 

Dinah  Beech  works  two  jobs  to  make  ends  meet,  feeds  six  kids,  and  contends 
with  endless  piles  of  dirty  clothes,  illiteracy  , and  an  abusive  husband. 

Beyond  and  amidst  these  problems,  Lily  and  Dinah  become  friends.  Through 
the  juxtoposition  of  their  relationship  we  see  how  racism  affects  both  their 
friendship  and  their  identity.

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BLACK  BART  FROM  NORTH  MISSION 

Did  you  know  that  Black  Bart  was  a resident  of 
the  North  Mission?  Yes,  he  was  a real  person, 
really  held  up  Wells-Fargo  stage  coaches,  and 
never  had  bullets  in  his  gun.  Had  his  laundry 
done  on  Valencia  Street,  allegedly  gave  all  his 
robbery  "earnings"  to  the  hungry  and  homeless. 
By  popular  legend,  he  was  given  a public 
hanging  on  Market  Street  for  his  doings  a 
century  ago,  but  according  to  the  history  books 
he  was  arrested  on  November  12,  1885,  served 
a prison  sentence  in  San  Quentin,  and  later 
disappeared  after  writing  lengthy  and  flowery 
love  letters  to  his  wife,  who  had  moved  from 
San  Francisco  to  Hannibal,  Missouri.  His  real 
name  was  Charles  E.  Boles  (aka  Bolton),  and  he 
always  left  poems  in  the  emptied  strong  boxes 
after  his  robberies,  with  the  signature  "Black 
Bart,  P08".  We  reprint  one  of  our  favorites 
among  his  poems.

So  said  Bob  Kaufman,  a 
profit  of  San  Francisco.  The  Ancient  Rain  is  falling  and 
we're  still  not  paying  attention  to  the  SIGNS. 

Election  time  for  a new  Mayor  for  this  city  of  cities  is 
upon  the  land,  and  it  is  a time  for  Crispus  Attucks  to  rise  up 
out  of  the  soil  of  the  many  bones  of  those  who  died  fighting 
to  abolish  slavery  on  the  soil  of  this  taken  land.

ITALIAN  NAME!  Why  don't  the  Italians  of  North  Beach  like  this 
guy?

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heartbeat  of  a city  into  a place  where  small  business  and 
regular  people  couldn't  easily  survive,  and  now  looks  CUTE  in 
so  many  ways.  A regular  DISNEYLAND  with  no  room  for  an  honest 
fishing  industry  (you  don't  really  believe  they're  giving  it 
back,  do  you?)...  A let  them  eat  cake  City,  while  BO-AS  WAS 
CAO.  Now  he's  out  of  the  closet...  Oh  Boy...  Once  again, 
check  out  the  EYES.

endless  blanket  of  fog  that  surrounds  the  dreams  that  climb 
out  of  the  STREETS  OF  THE  CITY).  And  he  has  an  eye  patch  tool 
I'd  watch  this  program  because  I am  a sucker  for  anything  that 
smacks  this  hard  of  THE  CITY.  He  could  WIN  an  election  for 
MR.  SAN  FRANCISCO  if  Cyril  Magnin  hadn't  already  been  given 
the  title.  Sure,  I'd  vote  for  HINKE.  He's  my  idea  of  a Mayor 
with  great  personality.  Sort  of  our  latter  day  SUNNY  JIM.  Go 
for  it  W.H.  I'd  back  you  all  the  way  if  I wasn't  seriously 
concerned  about  this  election. 

And  last,  but  never  the  least  when  campaign  time  rolls 
around  again.  CESAR  AS...  urn...  CARR...  um...  UNZ.  Yes,  well 
moving  right  along,  what  would  we  do  without  an  antique  red 
fire  engine  with  a SALSA  BAND  on  board,  circling  Union  Square 
during  the  5:00  rush  to  the  amazement  of  tourists  who  want  to 
know  what  is  going  on,  and  are  told  it  is  a RACE  FOR  MAYOR. 
Now  I'd  really  miss  that.  Actually,  he  doesn't  give  us  enough 
of  those  good  sounds  and  laughter  and  DO  DAH.  Oh,  I forgot, 
he's  HONORABLE  or  THE  ONE,  I think  that  is  how  it  goes.

On  Sept.  17th#  a crowd  assembled  at  the  portals  of  the 
North  Mission,  Dolores  and  Market,  to  see  Pope  John  Paul  II. 
Nearby,  on  16th  Street,  a demonstration  protesting  the  Pope  s 
views  on  abortion,  gay  life  and  women's  roles  in  the  church 

was  in  progress.  _ _ _ , . 

All  that  week,  the  Senate  job-interview  of  Judge  Bork  tor 
the  position  on  the  Supreme  Court  was  in  progress.  The  day 
before,  when  questioned  on  references  in  the  Constitution  to 
the  death  penalty,  Bork  quoted  the  Constitution  to  demonstrate 
that  tne  framers  (of  the  Constitution)  assumed  the  power  of 
the  State  to  take  life.  One  clause  he  read  goes  something 
like  this:  Citizens  shall  not  be  placed  in  jeopardy  of  loss  of 
life  or  limb  without  due  process. 

Bork  claimed  that  the  wording  of  this  clause  proved  the 
Constitutional  authors  assumed  there  would  be  a death  penalty 
in  the  United  States.  The  clause  he  read  essentially  says  you 
can't  get  or  give  a death  penalty  without  going  through  all 
the  proper  channels,  thus  there  must  be  one.  As  Bork's 
position  is  that  the  Constitution  should  be  followed 
literally,  the  implication  is  that  the  courts  should  not  be 
able  to  strike  down  the  death  penalty,  nor  snould  individual 
states  be  able  to  disallow  it.  In  Bork's  view,  only  Congress 
can  get  rid  of  it  and  only  by  amending  the  Constitution 

The  Pope's  views  on  the  role  of  women  in  the  Church  and 
on  homosexuality  are  determined  by  literal  interpretations  of 
the  Bible.  This  means  that  women  stay  on  as  nuns  and 
homosexuality  remains  unsanctioned  by  the  church.  It  also 
means  that,  in  the  Pope's  mind,  these  conditions  will  never 
change  regardless  of  changes  in  attitude  that  have,  to  some 
extent  at  least,  occurred  during  the  time  that  has  passed 
since  the  Bible  was  written. 

Which  was  a long  time  ago,  longer  even  then  the  time  that 
has  passed  since  tne  Constitution  was  inscribed...  and  that 
was  when  its  authors  assumed,  did  not  actually  spell  out  in 
legislation,  that  the  death  penalty  would  exist.  Bork,  who 
regards  the  Constitution  as  a kind  of  Scripture  itself, 
assigns  a kind  of  superhuman  foresight  to  its  authors  by 
making  a case  for  taking  the  assumptios  they  made  at  the  time 
with  the  same  seriousness  as  tneir  laws. 

All  of  which  has  a ring  of  the  ridiculous,  as  well  as 
more  than  a tinge  of  the  fanatic.  When  the  Constitution  was 
written,  the  intellectual  and  attitudanal  environment  was 
profoundly  different  from  what  it  is  now.  Only  a disturbed 
mmd  would  look  that  carefully  into  it  in  order  to  find  as 
complete  a set  of  rules  as  Bork  found. 

It  possesses  tne  knock  of  absurdity...  but  is  it  any  less 
absurd  than  to  try  to  precisely  follow  the  rule  book  of  God 
which  contains  assumptions  rnaae  thousands  of  years  ago? 

*** 

There  was  a sizable  crowd,  not  nearly  as  large  as  the  one 
that  shows  up  for  Carnival  or  the  Twenty-Fourth  Street  Fair 
every  year,  but  sizable.  Police  barricades  were  set  up  across 
the  street.  Dozens  of  police  were  there,  too,  along  with  a 
lot  of  people  with  several  cameras  slung  around  their  necks... 
representatives  of  the  press,  all  there  to  get  the  same 
picture . 

After  a couple  hours  of  waiting,  the  barricades  were 
suddenly  shoved  back.  A brief  state  of  emergency  was 
declared:  Police  ran  around  in  all  directions  making 
photographers  and  other  people  unsure  of  what  to  do,  where  to 
go  to  be  out  of  the  way  of  the  thirty  or  forty  police  cars, 
fleet  of  motorcycles  and  secret  service  mobiles  that  were 


coming  at  breakneck  speed  through  the  intersection.  All  of  a 
sudden,  the  Pope  came  by  in  his  bulletproof  glass  encasement 
at  about  70  miles  an  hour.  A woman  behind  me,  who  had  brought 
her  family  three  hours  earlier  to  get  a good  seat,  cried  out 
•That's  not  fairl"  as  they  were  pushed  out  of  view  of  the  back 
of  the  Pope's  head  which  was  barely  visible  for  a second  en 
route  to  Mission  Dolores. 

After  the  Pope  came  another  battalion  of  police,  then 
everything  was  over.  The  Pope  ahd  come  through  the  North 
Mission  and  survived. 
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Meanwhile,  the  demonstration,  which  had  taken  up  the  one 
block  length  of  Sixteenth  Street  between  Dolores  and  Guerrero, 
was  creaking  up.  It,  too,  was  not  massive,  but  it  was 
sizable,  all  things  considered.  It  was  vocal,  but  there  was 
not  a chance  that  the  Pope  actually  heard  any  of  the  people 
yelling  at  the  speed  he  was  travellina  when  he  went  by. 
Hopefully,  he  watched  it  later  on  television  and  blessed  these 
deviant  children  of  the  church  as  he  blessed  so  many  others 
during  his  stay. 
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AIDS  SURVIVOR

Jay  Baldwin,  a 38  year  old  registered  nurse,  has  been  a 
survivor  of  AIDS  since  the  spring  of  1985.  The  following 
interview  is  a sequel  to  an  interview  he  granted  the  North 
mission  News,  Ann  McClintock  and  Misha  COhen  in  the  November, 
1985  issue  of  the  North  Mission  News.  At  the  time  of  that 
interview,  Jay  wanted  to  be  anonymous  and  call  himself 
Michael.  At  that  time,  very  few  people  were  willing  to  talk 
about  their  own  diagnosis  and  Jay  feared  repercussions  in 
terms  of  his  ability  to  work  as  a nurse  and  other  problems. 
Some  of  these  things  did  happen.  However,  Jay  feels  it  is 
very  important  to  share  information  about  living  with  AIDS  and 
give  hope  to  those  who  can  listen.  I am  very  grateful  to  Jay 
and  other  brave  people  with  AIDS  and  ARC  who  are  willing  to 
give  fully  of  themselves  in  order  to  serve  humanity. 

NMN : Jay,  can  you  refresh  our  memory  about  your  AIDS 
diagnosis  when  you  were  diagnosed,  as  we  talked  about 
when  you  were  first  interviewed  in  the  North  Mission 
News? 

JAY:  The  first  thing  I want  to  say  is  that  things  will  be  a 
lot  different  with  this  interview...  the  last  interview 
was  the  very  first  thing  I had  done  with  anybody  about 
having  AIDS  and  in  that  interview  I didn't  even  use  my 
real  name...  and  there  was  a lot  of  things  I left  out... 
at  the  time  the  interview  was  about  how  I had  been 
diagnosed  with  KS.  I had  then  megadosed  Vitamin  C,  the 
lesions  cleared  up...  now  there's  just  scar  tissue...  I 
haven't  had  any  new  ones.  Even  the  little  brown  spots 
tnat  were  there  are  getting  lighter. 

NMN:  Why  do  you  work? 

JAY:  I just  have  a gut  feeling  that  working  is  important  for 
me  - so,  that's  why  I do.  So  anyway,  as  I began  to  get 
more  into  holistic...  you  see  in  the  past  I was  not  into 
holistic  medicine  at  all...  I had  no  idea  what  the  word 
even  meant.  All  I knew  was.  wnen  doctors  witn  thier 
shingle  said  "holistic  doctor"  I knew  they  would  not 
prescribe  controlled  substances,  so  therefore  I had  no 
use  for  them.  And  then  when  I found  out  what  they  were 
really  about...  you  know,  the  patient  being  really 
responsible  and  treating  the  whole  person  and  all  that,

then  I thought  it  threatened  me  as  a paraprof essional  and 
that  would  put  me  out  of  a job  and  they  wouldn't  need 
anybody  to  run  all  these  expensive  tests...  so  it  was  a 
big  deal  for  me  to  admit  that  I was  going  to  a holistic 
practitioner...  then  I found  out  what  it  meant.  It  just 
means  like  W-H-O-L-E,  whole...  I had  no  idea  what  it 
meant,  I just  knew  it  meant  they  wouldn't  give  out  any 
drugs  and  they  were  a threat  to  me  as  far  as  my  career 
went  but  anyway,  I started  the  acupuncture  regularly. 

NMN:  When  did  you  start  acupuncture?  How  soon  after  your 
diagnosis? 

JAY:  Within  a month.  The  only  high  risk  group  I was  not  in 
was  being  a hemophiliac...  but  I was  in  every  other  high 
risk  group  so  I noticed  that  I was  getting  sick... 
sick...  like  around  '83,  but  I had  no  idea  that  anything 
could  be  done  about  it.  It  wasn't  a big  deal  for  me  to 
get  it  diagnosed.  I noticed  a lot  of  people  like  to  have 

labels  put  on,  like  it's  real  important  for  them  to  find 

out  exactly  what  this  is. 

NMN:  Were  you  aware  of  AIDS  and  ARC  at  that  point? 

JAY:  Oh  yeah...  I was  aware  of  it  since  before  it  had  a name. 

I used  to  work  for  Serex  if  you  remember  them,  the 
hepatitis  B company...  I was  their  lab  manager...  I used 
to  go  out  to  the  Cauldron  and  to  the  baths  and  draw  blood 
for  them.  I drew  a lot  of  the  specimens  that  they 
still  use  now. . . you  know  the  ones  that  have  been  frozen 
all  these  years  in  the  City  Health  Department?  So  I was 
well  aware  of  it...  right  from  the  jump...  that  Western 
medicine  had  absolutely  nothing  to  offer.  Nothingl 

NMN:  So  how's  your  health  been  since  you  were  first  diagnosed, 
since  our  last  interview? 

JAY:  Overall  it's  been  very  good.  There's  been  periods  when 
I've  been  really  sick.  Three  periods  when  I've  been 
really  sick.  Right  after  the  last  interview...  two 
months  after  that  I collapsed  on  the  bus  and  had  grand 
negative  septisemia.  That  was  when  I got  sent  to  General 
and  they  wanted  to  put  me  in  intensive  care  and  I 
refused,  and  the  floor  nurse  got  all  upset  and  said  I was 
too  sick  to  stay  on  the  floor...  that  I could  not  expect 
to  be  resuscitated  and  they  were  telling  me  they  couldn't 
aet  a blood  pressure. 
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You  had  no  blood  pressure  at  that  point?  You  had  a white 
blood  count  of  600  and... 

I was  in  shock. 

You  had  septisemia.  What  does  that  mean/ 

Septisemia  is  an  infection  of  the  whole  entire  o y . . . 
infection  in  your  bloodstream.  When  they  draw  blood  and 
make  a smear  you  can  actually  see  bacteria  in  your  blood. 
It's  real  serious  because  it  gets  into  the  brain. 

So  how  come  you're  still  here  today? 

Well  for  one  thing  my  white  count  went  from  600  and  36 
hours  later  it  was  12,800  ...  that  was  why  1 refused 
admission  to  the  intensive  care  unit...  cause  I kn 
what  I needed  to  do  was  a lot  of  vi: sualiaing  You  know 

because  I know  where  the  white  cells  come  from... 
wnat  they  look  like  after  the  years  of  being  a lab 
technician,  so  I knew  I could  do  visualization  very  well 
but  1 knew  I couldn't  do  it  if  I was  in  an  intensive  car 
unit  with  all  these  monitors...  beep  beep  beep,,,J 
know,  all  this  noise  all  night  long,  people  constantly 
interrupting  you.  And  I was  running  a fever  which  meant 
they  wouli  hale  put  in  a rectal  probe.  Oh  those  are  so 
nasty,  and  it  Sould  have  been  heating  blankets  and 
cooling  blankets  and  I could  not  have  done  nearly  the  job 
of  concentrating  that  I was  able  to  do. 

So  you  just  lay  in  bed  and  you  visualized? 

Riaht  I was  real  close  to  death  too...  I could  tell 
because  I looked  out  into  the  parking  lot...  xt  was  about 
3 o'clock  in  the  morning  but  everything , was i lit - UP 
the  inside,  the  trees,  everything.  It  vasn  t litelitup 
by  sunlight,  everything  had  its  own  light,  you  know 
everything  was  like  a lamp.  Like  the  trees  were  lit  up 
from  the  inside  and  the  leaves  were  all  green _ a n d it 
looked  like  each  one  was  illuminated  separately  from  the 
inside . . . it  was  beautiful.  You  know,  nurses  are  running 
around  saying  "I  can't  get  a blood  pressure  °n,  th“'ugh£ 
couldn’t  understand  why  they  were  so  upset...  I thought 
it  was  WONDERFUL.

BURNING  PATIENCE  is  a miniobra  being  produced  at  the  One 
Act  Theatre  Co.  through  October  25th.  We  ventured  out  of  the 
Mission  to  take  in  this  truely  satisfying  piece  of  poetic  theatre 
by  a Chilean  writer  in  exile,  Antonio  Skarmeta.  We  were  intrigued 
by  the  all  Latino  cast,  (all  good  too)  the  setting,  in  a country 
I have  known  and  loved,  Chile,  and  curious  how  a downtown  theatre 
would  deal  with  a potentialy  disquieting  subject,  Pablo  Neruda,  a 
Communist  and  international  political  figure,  in  the  years  1969- 
1973  the  year  of  the  coup  and  of  Pablo  Neruda’s  death. 

Carlos  Baron  plays  his  compatriot  Neruda.  Carlos  is  known 
and  appreciated  around  these  parts  for  his  active  direction  and 
his  calming  consistant  presentation.

CB:

I came  years  ago  to  California,  just  to  get  away  from 
actually,  in  1966  when  I was  studying  law.  Here  I landed 
in  the  middle  of  the  sixties  in  Berkeley  and  on  the  left 
the  People  s Park  movement  and  all  that.  It  was  very 
for  me  to  continue  what  I was  already  doing  in  Chile, 
up  politically.  I had  been  a leader  in  my  high  school, 
a strike  and  all  that.  I wanted  to  be  in  the  middle. 
Or  if  not  doing  it  at  least  expressing  my  ideas  more 


That's  where  theatre  came  in.  And 


openly  and  with  more  freedom. 

I started  doing  theatre. 

I had  been  doing  it  actually.  it  was  a matter  of 

remembering  that.  In  Chile,  on  the  beach.  We  used  to  gather  with 
friends  and  do  events. 

I graduated  from  Berkely,  in  Theatre  and  Sociology  and  was 
part  of  the  Berkely  Repertory  Theatre  in  the  very  begining  1968, 
69.  Even  though  it  was  very  helpful  to  me,  eventually  I realized 

that  even  though  I could  act,  dance  and  sing  as  well  as  the  best 

of  them  or  better,  I wasn’t  getting  any  parts  that  were 
satisfying.  I was  getting  minor  roles,  taking  my  clothes  off, 
bandits,  Latin  lovers,  etc.  I realized  what  was  going  on  which  I 
had  not  understood  for  a while.  It  wasn't  by  accident  that  I was 
being  type  cast  or  that  I was  given  smaller  bones  to  chew  on. 

At  that  time  I had  gone  back  to  Chile,  to  live.  I thought  I 
would  miss  the  U.S.  I didn't.  I became  incorporated  immediatly 
into  Chilean  activity  that  ended  with  the  militay  coup. 
fVi.  So  theatre/  dance  group  that  I had  started,  my  film 

things,  television,  theatre  in  general  all  came  to  an  ubrupt 
People  were  exiled,  killed...  So  it  wasn’t  very 
healthy  for  me  to  stay  around. 

MP. You  were  doing  political  theatre? 
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CB.  I was  doing  all  kinds  of  things.  Popular  Unity's  policy 
of  support  for  the  culture  was  not  yet  truely  developed  and  it 
was  under  attack  all  the  time  so  we  had  to  scrounge  for  jobs. 

My  real  desire,  through  which  I met  Victor  Jara  and  others, 

was  to  do  theatre  and  dance.  We  wanted  to  reflect  in  the 

coreography,  for  example  the  old  traditional  folk  music  but  with 
new  movement,  try  to  aquire  a new  mentality,  a new  way  of  looking 
at  things.

MP.  You're  trying  to  raise  consciousness. 

CB:  Exactly,  I consider  that  my  number  one  role  in  what  ever 
field  I am.  Even  myself,  in  my  family  life,  my  personal  life,  I 
try  to  analyze  continuously  in  a larger  perspective.  You  get  too 
caught  up  in  everyday  things.  They  become  ruinous  to  your  personal 
relationship. 
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Then  I started  Teatro  Latino  to  promote  roles  for  women, 
other  than  maids  and  prostitutes  and  little  bitty  parts,  and  for 
men  other  than  the  ones  I've  mentioned.  Also  to  rediscover  our 
history  as  Latinos,  to  promote  our  unknown  heroes,  like  Neruda  s 
Joaquin  Murieta,  and  also  try  to  promote  language,  which  still  is 
a very  hard  thing  to  do,  what  language  we  would  write  in,  what 
styles  we  would  we  express  ourselves  in.  It  means  a constant 
education.  It's  a hangup.  Sometimes  I worry  too  much  about 
language.  It  leaves  me  in  limbo  and  I'm  not  writing  anything. 

So  we  did  it  with  a whole  bunch  of  Latinos  of  different 
nationalities.  We've  done  plays  about  national  patriots  of  Puerto 
Rico,  of  our  mythical  character  "Liz  Estrada"  modeled  after 
Lysistrada  of  Aristophones  of  Greece  in  the  fifth  century  before 
Christ,  replanted  in  the  middle  of  the  barrio... 

Then  I decided  I didn't  want  to  deal  with  community 
theatre. . .all  the  aspects;  organizational  writing  the  play, 
getting  the  actors,  getting  the  space,  directing,  acting.^  It  was 
dragging  me  into  the  ground.  I went  to  radio.  I said,  "This  is 
what  I need,  a little  individual  project." 

I have  more  conrol,  it  is  relaxing,  because  we  re  not 
talking  only  about  theatre  with  Teatro  Latino.  We're  dealing 
with  all  kinds  of  personal  problems,  and  seriously  dealing  with 
them,  people's  shortcomings,  that  people  do  not  address  in  other 
groups.  In  Teatro  Latino's  rehearsals,  sometimes,  drunkards 
would  walk  in  from  the  streets  would  walk  in  from  the  streets  to 
try  to  join  or  get  upset  about  what  we  were  talking  about  or  to 
start  fights  because  we  were  so  exposed.  Also,  we  let  people  in 
as  actors  that  had  not  been  let  into  other  groups.  It's  always 
been  a philosophy  of  accesibility . We  had  nothing  against  working 
with  Anglo  people  at  all  but  we  put  it  out  as  a matter  of  policy 
that  there  be  a very  evident  show  of  respect...  looking  towards 
who  we  were  and  understanding  who  we  were.  In  fact  not  in  words. 

MC:  And  a piece  you  did  in  Dolores  Park  about  a Latino 
who  is  sent  to  fight  for  the  Contras? 

CB:  The  early  Teatro  Campesino  did  a piece  about  a Chicano 
who  goes  to  Vietnam.  We  did  an  adaptation  where  a Latino  is 
asked  to  be  an  advisor  some  where  in  Latin  America.  We  wanted  to 
do  that  so  we  can  make  people  aware  of  their  recent  past.  It  is  a 
colonized  mentality  that  is  very  much  alive  here,  unfortunatly . 
They  think  they  are  removed  from  having  to  make  statements  about 
history,  they  don't  feel  themselves  part  of  history. 

Even  now,  this  play.  I get  them  to  see  the  play.  Its  the 
first  time  they  get  to  see  a live  show,  some  of  them.  It's  the 
first  time  they  get  away  from  their  barrio  other  than  to  go  to 
see  a movie.  The  ones  who  come  are  the  ones  who  stay  and  they 
appreciate  it. 

And  the  producers  of  the  One  Act  Theatre  see  those  young 
Latinos  and  older  Latinos  and  they  get  very  excited,  and  they 
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should  be  very  excited,  you  know.  Because  that  is  the  way  we 
should  lead  our  life;  with  this  constant  mingling  of  ethnic 
groups.  Not  just  be  isolated  from  Latinos  because  we're  downtown 
and  visa  versa. 

MC:  So  how  is  it  to  play  downtown? 


As  I get  to  the  theatre  I see  the  drunkards  in  the  streets 
and  I see  the  drug  addicts  and  the  racism  between  the  blacks  and 

more?"5  ^ndVthin^  Ac  ^Theatre  will  feel 

that  need  and  that  pressure  to  Third  World  plays. 


CB:  I saw  theatre  in  Chile  in  January.  I was  there.  And  I 
went  to  get  an  idea  of  how  could  culture  be  done  under  Racism.  I 
saw  theatre  being  performed  in  the  streets.  Very  brave 
It  had  the  addition,  the  lookout  or  loro  (parrot);  a essential 
part  of  theatre  in  the  streets  in  Chile  today.  You  neeJ 
looking  out  for  the  cops.  I saw  theatre  inside 
fantastic.  I can't  see  how  they  were  allowed  to  do  that  kind  ot 
thinq  because  it  was  absolutely  devastating  against  the  regime, 
very  symbolic,  but  it  was,  to  me,  very  clear  what  they  were 
doing.  The  play  was  named  "The  Morgue".  Somehow  it  slipped  right 
throuah  the  cracks  of  censorship.  I was  moved. 


Why  is  Neruda  important? 


For  many  reasons.  He  is  something  that  writers  in  Latin 
America  have  to  deal  with.  He's  like  a father  somehow,  like  a 
mountain.  You  have  to  walk  through  it,  under  it,  around  it.  You 
cannot  pretend  that  you  have  not  been  influenced  by  Neruda 
somehow.  You  cannot  write  without  reading  Neruda.  He's  written 
about  everything  imaginable. 


What  advise  do  you  have  for  young  people  in  the  Mission? 

CB:  Like  the  Jefferson  Airplane  song  says,  "Feed  your  brain, 
feed  your  brain."  I think  they  need  to  develop  a critical 
perspective.  For  awhile  they  will  feel  insecure,  without  the 
babysitter  T.V.  set.  If  they  want  to  get  into  acting  they  should 
take  some  classes  at  the  Mission  Cultural  Center  and  explore 
other  possibilities  for  living.  Not  just  the  traditional  shit 
that  is  being  thrown  at  you.  Communications  has  a lot  of 
possibilities  for  Latinos  and  there  could  be  work  if  you  learn  a 
little  bit  about  radio,  about  T.V. , about  acting.  We're  not  too 
many  in  those  fields.  I think  as  the  consciousness  grows  as  to 
what  we  can  give,  we  are  going  to  be  needed.

"Any  theme  for  this  month’s  issue,  editor?" 

■No,  no  theme.  We  only  have  a theme  issue  twice  a year. 
Write  about  whatever  you  want." 

Three  days  before  deadline:  "Hey,  Lynn,  this  is  the 
election  issue.  Could  you  write  something  in  your  column 
about  the  elections?* 

That's  a hard  one.  I don't  usually  start  making  up  my 
mind  until  about  the  night  before  elecions.  During  most  of 
the  years  of  my  votingyouth  I followed  Mark  Twain's  advice:  "I 
don't  vote,  it  just  encourages  them."  Then  I moved  to  Califor- 
nia and  discovered  local  and  state  propositions.  They  made  me 
feel  like  I had  more  of  an  audible  voice  so  I started  voting. 
In  general  tnere's  two  things  I'd  like  to  see  in  elections. 
The  first  is  some  kind  of  reasonable  limit  on  campaign 
expenditures.  I don't  like  it  when  democracy  is  defined  as 
•of  the  money,  for  the  money  and  by  the  money."  I'd  like  to 
see  qualified  people  without  big  money  behind  them  have  an 
equal  chance  at  winning  office  in  our  land,  even  in  our 
community.  A limit  on  campaign  expenditures  would  also  limit 
the  amount  of  political  bullshit  with  which  we  are  assailed 
each  election  on  television,  radio,  billboards,  lampposts, 
bulletin  boards,  MUNI  ads  and  in  the  tons  of  junk  mail 
politicians  send  out.  Which  brings  me  to  tne  second  thing  I'd 
like  to  see  in  elections:  someone  to  take  responsibility  for 
cleaning  up  all  the  politicians’  debris  after  the  election. 
Someone  to  collect  all  the  fliers  and  street  signs  and  posters 
and  campaign  buttons  and  haul  them  to  a recycling  center. 

The  one  thing  I know  I'm  in  favor  of  i-n  this  election  is 
district  elections  for  Supervisors  --  YES  on  P.  I'd 
definitely  like  to  see  more  direct  representation  of  the 
separate  neighborhoods  in  our  city  again. 

When  you  want  to  be  heard  remember  that  besides  voting 
you  can  also  write  your  elected  representatives.  Our 
California  senators  are  ALAN  CRANSTON  and  PETE  WILSON  and  the 
address  for  each  is  Hart  Senate  Office  Building,  Washington, 
D.C.  20510.  Pick  up  some  pre-stamped  blank  postcards  at  the 
post  office,  put  these  addresses  on  a few  of  them,  and  then 
you  can  write  them  and  drop  them  in  the  mail  when  you  want  to 
be  heard.  It  only  takes  a minute  to  write  "No  on  Bork",  "No 
more  aid  to  the  Contras",  "Equal  rights  for  women",  or  "More 
AIDS  funding",  and  it  only  costs  fourteen  cents. 

The  subject  of  politicians  and  campaigns  brings  to  mind 
traditional  images  of  baby-kissing  and  hand-shaking  which 
brings  to  mind  a campaign  I find  obnoxious:  the  "new  age" 
mania  for  hugging  as  a cure-all  for  all  our  personal  and 
collective  ills.  Bumperstickers  prescribe  hugging  everything 
from  gorillas  to  machines.  A recent  mailing  from  an  AIDS 
healing  group  contained  coupons  to  be  presented  for  free  hugs. 
After  a ritual  for  the  Harmonic  Convergence,  a man  I've  known 
and  had  differences  with  for  over  a year  came  up  and  wrapped 
me  in  an  effusive  hug  as  if  to  say:  Now  that  takes  care  of 
everything.  Having  expressed  my  differences  with  this  man 
more  tnan  once  with  the  unsuccessful  suggestion  that  we  air 
our  differences  and  address  them  directly,  I found  his  sweep- 
the-dirt-under-the-rug  hug  disgusting.  Sincere  hugs,  hugs 
that  are  an  expression  of  a trust  that  people  have  built  among 
themselves,  are  wonderful.  Unfortunately,  many  "new  age" 
propagandists  seem  to  think  that  hugs  take  the  place  of 
expending  the  energy  necessary  to  build  trust  between  two  or 
more  people.  It  would  seem  more  appropriate  to  begin  to 
listen  to  and  learn  to  respect  each  other  as  a preamble  to 


hugging.  Indiscriminate,  band-aid  hugs  will  not  heal  our 
alienation  or  our  ills  any  more  than  stick-on  smiley  faces 
will  make  us  happy. 

Theater  in  the  neighborhood  is  lively  and  varied  again 
this  season.  My  favorite  recent  show  was  Keegan  and  Lloyd  at 
THEATRE  RHINOCEROUS.  Their  second  offering,  "Passing  on  the 
Right"  was  the  hilarious  and  poignant  story  of  two  male  lovers 
making  an  automobile  oddyssey  from  New  York  to  the  west  coast. 
Keegan  and  Lloyd  have  been  lvoers  themselves  for  nine  years 
and  tnis  piece  reflects  a keen  and  sensitive  awareness  of 
their  own  coupling  made  applicable  to  any  relationship.  And 
these  guys  are  really  funny. 

Another  favorite  was  the  Plutonium  Players'  10th 
anniversary  production  of  "Ladies  Against  Women:  An  Evening  of 
Consciousness  Lowering"  at  the  VICTORIA  THEATER.  I had  only 
seen  this  group  in  parades  and  on  the  street  before,  and  their 
transition  from  street  humor  to  a polished,  laugh-filled  stage 
production  of  political  satire  was  extremely  well-done. 
Politically,  their  slide  recantation  of  a performance  inside 
the  Republican  national  convention  in  Texas  in  '84  was 
particularly  impressive. 

"Axis"  at  NEW  PERFORMANCE  GALLERY  had  a story  line  that 
could  have  been  interesting  and  thought-provoking,  but  the 
dialogue  and  the  directing  were  so  weak  that  very  little  came 
across  to  the  audience.  Ellen  Brook  Davis  made  a valiant 
attempt  at  bringing  life  to  the  character  of  the  mother,  and 
Ben  Gardner  was  a credible  "Gramps",  but  I think  the  show 
needs  a re-write  and  a new  director. 

INTERSECTION  FOR  THE  ARTS  presented  another  great  show, 
"Equity",  written  and  performed  by  Arnold  Iger  and  Paul  Kwan. 
Done  completely  in  stark  black  and  white  with  surreal  stage 
sets,  film  and  slide  projection,  masked  performers,  puppets 
and  John  DiStefano's  innovative  musical  score,  the  show  was 
visually  and  audially  delightful. 

THEATER  ARTAUD'S  huge  space  was  well  used  by  Radio 
Antenna  in  their  recent  production  of  "Radio  Interference". 
There  were  11  vignette/events  throughout  the  theatre  occurring 
simultaneously,  each  depending  on  audience  participation.  If 
you  were  at  the  San  Francisco  City  Fair  two  years  ago  at  Fort 
Mason  you  might  have  had  a preview  of  this  format.  As  a 
member  of  the  audience  you  move  from  set  to  set  and  pick  up  a 
walkman  cassette  and  headphones  where  you  want  to  participate. 
Sometimes  your  participation  is  passive  but,  more  often,  it's 
quite  active  with  costumes  and  even  make-up.  It's  a fun 
format,  and  "Radio  Interference"  was  particularly  impressive 
because  all  the  vignettes  were  humorously  centered  around  the 
theme  of  television  as  media  — how  it's  produced  and  how  it 
affects  the  viewer. 

Unfortunately  those  who  can  only  express  themselves  in 
violence  seem  to  have  developed  a macabre  neighborhood  equal 
to  the  L.  A . freeway  shootings.  "Dodge-em  Cars"  seems  to  be 

the  deadly  sport  of  the  month.  Early  September  19th,  just 
after  the  bars  clsoed  on  Friday  night,  there  was  a nightmare 
squeal  of  tires  all  the  way  up  Guerrero  from  15th  to  16th 
followed  by  what  seemed  a sonic  boom.  Someone  high  on 
something  showed  how  fast  he  could  take  off , lost  control  of 
the  car,  jumped  the  divider  and  wiped  out  at  least  four  cars 
with  an  explosion  that  left  the  entire  width  of  Guerrero 
Street  in  flames  and  at  least  five  cars  demolished.  I heard 
that  at  least  one  person  died,  but  I didn't  see  anythnig  in 
the  media  about  it  (if  the  cameras  don't  get  there  in  time  for 
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the  flames  it's  not  news). 

At  11  AM  on  September  21st,  the  postwoman  rang  my  door 
for  a large  bundle  of  mail,  and  as  I approached  the  door  there 
was  the  same  sickening  squeal  of  tires  from  15th  and  Guerrero. 
I opened  the  door  to  the  thud  of  a fancy,  shiny  convertible 
perpendicular  to  the  curb  smashing  a parked  car  with  a man  m 
it  onto  the  sidewalk  into  a street  cleaning  signpost.  If  the 
signpost  hadn't  stopped  the  parked  car,  the  postwoman  would 
have  been  smashed  against  the  front  of  my  building.  Four  or 
five  people  were  on  the  sidewalk  and  watched  the  driver  of  the 
attack  car  throw  it  into  reverse  and  drive  off.  We  were  all 
in  shock.  No  one  was  injured  badly.  It  happened  so  fast  that 
no  one  had  a clear  description  of  the  driver  although  we  did 
get  the  license  number.  One  of  the  passersby  said  that  the 
same  thing  happened  two  weeks  before  on  Valencia  Street.  The 
drug-of-the-month  from  the  dealers  at  Valencia  Gardens  seems 
to  be  akiller,  and  I wonder  how  we  protect  ourselves  from 
these  kamikaze-cars. 

Did  you  notice  that  BOMBAY,  the  new  Indian  restaurant  on 
Valencia  Street,  got  a great  write-up  in  the  Sunday  pink 
section  and  closed  for  two  weeks  the  day  the  paper  hit  the 
streets?  It's  open  now. 

Through  November,  ANTI-FILMS  and  ARTISTS'  TELEVISION 
ACCESS  co-present  "Eyes  of  Hell"  Saturdays  at  8:30  PM  at  992 
Valencia.  This  is  a series  of  weird  and  super-weird  movies 
that  look  intriguing.  Most  Saturday  nights  are  double-bills 
and  the  cost  is  only  54. 

October  13  to  November  14,  GALERIA  DE  LA  RAZA,  2851  24th 
St.  (826-8009)  presents  its  17th  annual  "Dia  de  los  Muertos" 
with  an  exhibit  of  mixed  media  art  featuring  traditional 
altars;  demonstrations/workshops  in  Mexican  papier  mache 
sculpture;  a candlelight  procession  and  community  event  (Nov. 
1),  and  a display  and  sale  of  Day  of  the  Dead  folk  art. 

The  Barristers  Club  of  San  Francisco  presents  three  free 
presentations  in  October  in  a series  called  "Can  I do  it 
without  a lawyer?"

Attention  1 Listen  up  and  you  badd sters  and  you  baddettes 
clinging  to  your  roan  with  your  hands  full  of  sweat  and  saliva 
at  the  right  spot  wondering  why  he  can't  do  those  things  that 
fits  your  fancy.  I'll  tell  you  why.  He  doesn  t eat  CRAB  S 
MEAT.  That's  ngnt.  Crab  flesh.  It's  an  aphrodisiac.  It 
turns  boys  into  men  and  goose  bumps  into  mountains.  You  li 
both  have  lead  in  your  pencils  in  no  time  at  all _ and  here  s 
how  to  go  about  doing  it  without  having  to  feed  the  over  ncn 

at  Pisherman's  Wharf.  aff  . 

Go  to  a bait  and  tackle  shop  and  buy  (if  you  can  afford 
it)  a few  double  ring  crab  hoop  nets.  They're  strung  with 
salt  water  proof  nylon  cord.  Then,  try  and  find  a used  tire 
inner  tube  whether  it  be  from  a bike  or  a car  and  then  cut 
1/2 ■ strips  to  oe  wound  the  two  steel  rims  for  the  purpose  o 
an  even  settlement  because  when  you  lower  it  into  the  water  ot 
the  bay  amidst  seaweed  and  protrusions  you'll  want  a flat 
landing.

I know 
this  for  a fact  because  Fat  Albert  ana  I took  a black  marking 
pen  and  put  an  X mark  on  a red  back  and  a few  months  later 
caught  the  same  crab  with  a full  set  of  big  claws  and  did  the 
same  thing  to  it  again.  The  crab  flesh  was  so  potent  tnat  my 
babe  got  a good  night's  sleep  and  awoke  with  a smile  of 
burning  eyes  and  accent  pumping  out  of  the  pores  of  her  skin.

RECOLLECTIONS  OF  THE  PAST 


At  the  time  of  the  Fire  and  Earthquake,  I was  eight  years 
old.  The  events  of  that  disaster  and  the  massive  job  of 
rebuilding  the  city  has  always  been  clear  in  my  memory. 

Now,  October  of  1909  comes  to  mind.  Starting  on  the 
19th,  a five  day  celebration  was  held  to  honor  Don  Gaspar  de 
Portola  for  his  discovery  of  San  Francisco  Bay.  I think  the 
people  who  ahd  worked  so  hard  to  bring  about  the  recovery  of 
this  City  wanted  to  rejoice  and  used  Portola  Day  as  an  excuse. 
And  why  not?  In  the  3 1/2  year  period  from  the  terrible 
morning  of  April  18,  1906,  thousands  of  tons  of  rubble  had 

been  removed  from  a couple  of  thousand  acres.  Water  and  gas 
mains  were  now  repaired,  sewers  replaced  and  sidewalks  and 
streets  repaved.  The  downtown  area  was  looking  clean  and 
fresh  with  many  new  buildings  alongside  the  few  that  had  been 

saved  and  remodeled.  „ 

We  were  still  living  in  the  refugee  shacks  in  Cow  Hollow, 
at  Lombard  and  Laguna  Streets  and,  because  I had  to  be  in 
school  during  the  day,  I will  confine  my  recollections  to  what 
I saw  at  night  and  what  I read  in  the  afternoon  newspaper: 
•The  Bulletin".  This  paper  was  edited  by  one  of  the  most 
outstanding  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  Fremont  Older,  who  had 
helped  expose  and  send  to  prison  the  notorious  political  boss, 

Abe  Ruef . . 

Anyway,  the  festivities  started  on  Tuesday  morning  when, 
at  about  9 o'clock,  Don  Gaspar  de  Portola  sailed  through  the 
Golden  Gate  and  passed  in  review  before  American  and  foreign 
naval  vessels  riding  at  anchor  for  the  occasion.  The  imposing 
fioure  of  Portola  was  played  by  a Spanish  aristocratic 
gentleman  from  Santa  Barbara  county;  Nicholas  Covarrubias,  who 
did  a splendid  job  of  itl 

After  reveiwing  the  navies  of  six  nations  he  landed  at 
ner  « « of  Husion  Street,  end  a parade  up  Market 

Street  beaan  immediately.  Using  Golden  gate  Avenue,  the  parade 
marched  up  Van  Ness  Avenue  to  St.  Mary’s  Cathedral  which, 
before  it  burned,  sat  on  the  northwest  corner  at  O Farrell 
Street.  I'll  never  forget  the  wide  marble  front  steps  which 
led  up  to  the  beautiful  red  brick  building,  set  well  back  from 
tne  street.  Here,  Archbishop  Riordan  held  a mass  to  commemo 

rate  the  opening  of  the  Festival.  Afterwards,  the  parade 
returned  to  Market  Street,  turned  up  Stockton  and  formed  P 
around  Union  Square.  Mayor  Edward  Robeson  Tayl or  c© )d- ucted 
ceremony  in  which  he  presented  "The  Keys  to  the  City  -o  Don 
Caspar  and  presented  him  to  Queen  Virgilia,  a beautiful  young 
lady  who  had  won  a beauty  contest  held  especially  for  the 
purpose  of  filling  this  role  in  the  pageant. 

These  ceremonies  marked  the  beginning  of  a whirl  of 
activities  of  every  shape  and  form.  There  were  grand 
luncheons  and  dinners,  balls  and  parades,  along  with  sporting 
events  and  spectacular  tight-rope  walking  at  3rd  and  Market 
Streets  every  night.  Every  day  we  had  band  concerts  in  Union 
Square  and  visitors  were  welcomed  aboard  the  many  naval  ships 
in  the  harbor.  The  largest  parade  of  all  (and  maybe  of  ill 
time)  was  called,  simply,  the  Portola  Parade!  I think  ^his 
event  took  place  on  Thursday.  It  started  at  East  Street 
(Embarcadero) , went  out  Market,  turned  up  Golden  Gate  Avenue 
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to  Van  Ness.  It  then  proceeded  south  to  Market  and  we6t  to 
Dolores  Street  for  its  swing  by  Mission  Dolores.  For  the 
return  dcwn  Market  to  the  Marshall  Square  reviewing  stand  at 
Hyde  and  Market  Streets,  counter-marching  was  used.  Counter- 
marching is  a practice  used  where  parades  overlap  themselves 
or  must  pass  in  opposite  directions.  This  is  only  possible  on 
wide  streets  such  as  Market  or  Van  Ness  and  is  a wonderful 
thing  to  see. 

The  1600  car  "Decorated  Automobile  Parade"  held  the  next 
day  was  another  beautiful  show.  It  ran  from  Lombard  Street, 
over  Van  Ness  Avenue  to  Market  Street;  thence  to  the  Ferry 
Building  at  East  Street.  I guess  they  did  6ome  counter- 
marching (or  driving),  as  they  had  to  go  back  and  pass  the 
reviewing  stand  on  Powell  6 Post  Streets  in  Union  Square. 
Speaking  of  automobiles  there  was  an  Auto  Show  in  the  Emporium 
department  store  (under  the  dome)  during  the  Festival. 

One  night  I rode  the  Fillmore  Cable  Car  over  to  Page 
Street  to  watch  the  costumed  people  going  in  to  the  Portola 
Masquerade  Ball  at  Auditorium  Hall.  This  was  just  another  one 
of  the  "Big  Events"  that  took  place  that  week.  Later  that 
night  I remember  going  down  to  Marshall  Square  to  watch  the 
fireworks.  This  was  just  across  Market  Street  from  the 
temporary  City  Hall.  It  was  located  in  the  Whitcomb  (now,  the 
Franciscan)  Hotel  which  had  not  been  lost  in  the  Great  Fire; 
but  badly  damaged.  The  lower  floors  of  the  interior  were 
rebuilt  quickly  so  that  some  important  City  government 
departments  could  be  accommodated. 

We  were  always  attracted  to  Market  Street  at  night  by  the 
lights.  There  were  lights  everywhere!  They  were  even  strung 
across  the  street  from  building  to  building.  These  long 
strings  were  close  enough  together  to  create  an  imaginary 
ceiling  of  light.  I can't  remember  exactly  where  it  was,  but 
scmewhere  along  Market  Street  there  was  a massive  lamp  which 
was  suspended  more  than  100  feet  above  the  pavement.  I 
believe  this  lantern  was  supposed  to  be  85  feet  high,  125  feet 
wide,  and  made  up  of  30,000  light  bulbs.  And  underneath  all 
of  this  were  throngs  of  people;  many  dressed  in  Spanish 
costume.  I particularly  admired  the  girls  with  beautiful 
mantillas  in  their  hair.  I was  12  years  old  then  and  starting 
to  notice  girls  (from  a distance).  There  were  many  sights  I 
can  remember,  but  can't  place  exactly  in  any  particular  event. 
One  of  my  clear  recollections  was  seeing  a very  old  man,  who 
had  been  a stagecoach  driver,  maneuvering  one  of  those  huge 
old  road  coaches  up  Market  Street.  Another  was  a genuine  Pony 
Express  rider  in  one  of  the  parades. 

Saturday  was  tne  last  day  of  the  Festival,  and  since 
there  was  no  school,  I went  over  to  the  Fort  Mason  steps 
leading  down  the  cliff  to  watch  the  cutter  races.  These  steps 
were  a favorite  vantage  point  for  watching  all  yachting  events 
in  the  Bay.  I also  saw  a fine  motorboat  regatta.  That  night 
we  went  downtown  on  the  new  electric  streetcar  that  ran  on 
Polk  Street.  We  wanted  to  see  the  last  big  parade.  This  one 
was  called,  "The  Historical  and  Electrical  Carnival  Parade". 
The  historical  floats  showed  several  scenes  of  early 
California  and  the  Franciscan  Friars.  The  carefree  life  of 
the  early-day  Spaniards  was  enacted  on  one  float,  and  another 
was  of  Mission  Dolores.  I also  remember  seeing  a float  which 
displayed  the  interior  of  a gambling  house!  Don  Gaspar  de  Por- 
tola came  along  on  foot;  marching  at  the  head  of  his  "army". 

The  Electrical  Carnival  consisted  of  seven  mammoth 
floats,  each  carrying  a band  or  an  orchestra,  at  the  end  of 
the  parade.  Each  of  these  "musical  floats"  stopped  at  a 
prearranged  intersection  and  stayed  for  the  rest  of  the 
evening,  and  into  the  wee-small  hours,  playing  for  the 
thousands  who  danced  in  the  street. 

The  Portola  Festival  was  so  successful  that  it  was  tried 
again  in  1913,  but  it  was  only  a "fairly  good"  celebration. 
The  real  }oy  and  fervor  the  people  had  in  seeing  the  City 
cleaned  up  and  rebuilding  in  1909  had  cooled  somewhat,  but 
those  of  us  who  suffered  through  the  difficult  years  never 
really  forgot;  and  never  will!  A rather  good  Festival  was 
staged  in  1948,  but  couldn't  compare  with  1909.  There  had 
never  been  a pageant  like  this  in  the  United  States;  and  I'm 
hard  pressed  to  think  of  any  that  has  approached  it  since! 
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
